Admiral Sampson has apparently rammed 
a cork into the neck of the bottle at Santi- 
agoand imprisoned the Spanish fleet by sink- 
ing in the channel the big collier Merri- 
mac, Which, it is said, was brought with the 
fleet for that express*purpose. 

No official report to this effect has been re-4 
ceived, as a matter of course, but, after 
studying the press dispatches, the Navy de- 
partment people have come to the conclusion 
that Sampson has achieved on@of the objects 
‘of his visit to Santiago, and now has ren-

The first report receive to the effect that 
an auxiliary cruiser had been sunk by Span- 


tion, but later on it was seen that the Span-

The Merrimac was a large tramp steam-

_ prove an obstacle to the escape of the Span- 
| ish fleet which nothing but dynamite would 
_remove, and the use of dynamite, of course, 
would explode every mine or torpedo in the 
vicinity of the wreck. 


Daring Work for Volunteers. 
According to the belief at the Navy de- 
Admiral Sampson undoubtedly 


the outer batteries, so as to silence them, at 
least forthe time being. Then the big collier, 
heavily loaded, was sent to penetrate the 
harbor as far at possible. For this honora- 
bile but dangerous enterprise a small volun- 
teer crew was probably selected, for advices 
recetved from Spanish sources seem to indi-

have perished, or at least there would have 
been reports of great loss of life. 

It 4s believed possible that the volunteers 
who took the collier into the channel 
brought with them a smaller craft, which 
might have been the converted yacht Vixen, 
formerly the pleasure yacht Josephine, 
owned by P. A. B. Widener, one of the street 
car magnates. It is supposed the crew in- 
tended to escape in the smaller vessel, but . 


able to get away, and so became Spanish 
prisoners. An officer and six or eight men 
would be just about the crew selected for 
such a hazardous enterprise, as it would 
require only a few men to run the shipfora 
few minutes, and if they penetrated half a 
mile from the ocean line they undoubtedly 
stranded the collier in the narrowest part 
of the channel, where the deep water is less 
than 200 feet wide. Having accomplished 
the work they were sent in to do, the brave 
volunteers might Pee easily been cut off 
by riflemen on shofé even after the batteries 
werg silenced. 


Officers of the Merrimac. 

Who these volunteers were no one can 
possibly know at this end of the line. The 
officers of the Merrimac were: Commander, 
James M. Miller; Executive Officer, Lieu- 
tenant William W. Gilmer; Ensign, John R. 
Y. Blakely; and Ensign John McC. Luby; 
Assistant Engineer, Robert K. Crank. 

It is in every way probable that one of 
these officers was in command of the ship 
when it was sent on its dangerous mission, 
and according to custom it would be one of 
the junior officers. Commander Miller isa 
native of Missouri, and has been in the serv- 


rank only :last September. 

The executive officer, William W. Gilmer, 
is a Virginian who graduated from the. 
Naval Academy in 1880 and reached the 
rank of Junior Lieutenant in September, 
1896. Ensign Blakely comes from Pennsyl- 
Vania and dates his entry into the service 
from his graduation in 1888, remaining a 
naval cadet untfl 1894, when promoted to 
his present rank. _ Ensign Luby, the young- 
st officer on the ship, was attached before 
the war agen out to the training ship Alli- 
ance. He became a naval cadet on his 
‘€raduation in 1890 and received his rank 
as Ensign six years later. . He is from 
Texas. 

Assistant Engineer Crank is also a Texan. 
jie Was stationed at San Francisco for 
several years prior to the war. He gradu- 

- @ted in 1888 and received his present ap- 

pointment as assistant engineer in 1894, 
Qne of these men ig probably a prisoner in 
Santiago tonight. It is known that the 
Merrimac carried a crew of fifty-three under 
ordinary, conditions, and hence it is taken 
for granted that the sma]! number captured, 
according to the report, must all have been 
volunteers, the number of men aboard be- 
ing limited to a number sufficient to take the 
ship into the harrows and run it firmly 
aground somewhere along the Diamante 
bank, opposite the Estrel! la battery, 


: Advantages to Be Gained. 

[t is possible that the expedition failed en- 
tirely and that the Merrimac was destroyed 
by the Spaniards before reaching its desti- 
nation, but navy officers Say that if the ship 
got a fair start after the other batteries 
were partially silenced it undoubtedly got 
far enough into the channel to block the 
harbor..

- A typical West Indian 
hurricane is billed to arrive some time this

No 
ship would dare remain within blockading 
distance of the shore during one of these 
tropical storms, and a retreat to a long dis- 

ce would be absolutely necessary.

Report from Schley. 

The only news given out today at the Navy 
department in .Telation to the engagement 
off Santiago was the brief abstract of the 
lengthy report received from Schley under 
date of May 31. The public bulletin con- 
tained nothing which was likely to embar- 
rass the government with the information 
furnished. 

The report is Underatecd to have stated 
that the stréngth of the batteries is not such 
as to give the naval force much concern. 
The batteries, however, returned the fire 
promptly, using large caliber guns in the 
fortifications at the east and west entrance 
to the channel, The disappointi eature 
‘of the ‘bulletin rested in the someWhat in- 
definite statement that the Spanish squadron 
was lying behind an island near one of the 
forts. a 

‘The conclusion appears to “have been 
reached on account of the firing of the sup- 
posed ships over a hill as the bulletin states, 
random,.”’ The bulletin editor probably 
paraphrases the official advices when he 
uses as the final sentence of Schley’s state- . 
ment the words, “‘I am quite satisfied the 
fleet is there.’’ 

This does not give the assurance which 


tained in the official dispatches from Samp- 
son and Schiey, and it is more indefinite than 
Captain Sigsbée’s verbal report to Secretary 
Long this afternoon. On that occasion the 
commander of the St. Paul stated in quite 
positive terms his observation of the ene- 
my’s fleet and expressed no doubt that the 
squadron was secreted in the harbor. 


Troops for Puerto Rico. 

The War department has sent out addi- 
tional orders to military authorities in the 
South restricting all telegraphic informa- 
tion which in any way relates to the move- 
ments of troops. It is commonly under- 
stood in the War department that the troop 
transports have left Tampa and Mobile with 
the military force intended for Santiago 
Province, and possibly for Puerto Rico. 

Troops embarked at Mobile today, and it 
is understood they are bound for Puerto Rico. 

In addition to the troops which have been 
designated for duty with the attack!ng force 
at Santiago or as an army of occupation in 
Puerto Rico the following regiments on duty 
at Chattanooga have been ordered to pro- 
ceed to Tampa. They will undoubtedly form 
a part of the expedition to either Santiago or 
Puerto Rico. They are the Second New 
York, the Sixty-ninth New York, the Fifth 
Maryland, and the First District of Colum- 
bia, under General L. H. Carpenter; the 
First Ohio, the One Hundr 2d and Fifty-sev- 
-enth Indiana, the Third Pennsylvania, and 
the First Illinois, under General Snyder.

London, June 4.—The Times publishes this 
morning a two-column letter from an Ameri- 
tan correspondent dated Washington, May 
23, in which the writer says: 

. “* Let us publish a bit of disagreeable truth, 
as it will do us no harm in the long run, much 


though America must have known a year 
ago that war was inevitable, her army is not 
fit to move. It is much like that of France 
immediately before the war of 1870, with 
the difference that the American troops have 
confidence in their immediate superiors.” 

The writer continues with a serious in- 
dictment of the “terrible condition’’ and 
“lack of organization’’ at Camp Tampa, 
which he says is “ largely due to red tape 
at Washington or to that military append- 
age misnamed the staff.”’ 

He comments on the fact that “in a hot 
and pestiferous climate men are compelled 
to wear winter clothing, eat winter rations, 
fat pork and beans, with no fruit or vegeta- 
bles to cool their superheated blood, while 
cartloads of fresh fruits and vegetables are 
gaing north to New York and Chicago mar-

ILLINOIS 
PAPER FACTORY 
BURNED DOWN. 


Early-.Morning Blaze Threatens 
Many Adjacent Structures and 
Causes a Loss of $110,000, Partly 
Insured. 


The large two-story factory o¢cupied by 
the Illinois Wall Paper company, 40138-4028 
Wentworth avenue, was destroyed by fire 
early this morning with a loss of $110,000. 
The blage originated’ in the center of the 
building from an unknown cause, and was 
not discovered by ‘watchmen until several 
small explosions pf chemicals had scattered. 
fire throughout tHe interior of the structure. 

So far as known no casualties attended the 
fire. A 
about the burning bullding that a gray- 
haired watchman had been seen in and about 


the building-:an hour before the fire was dis- . 


covered, but it lacked confirmation, and no 
one was reported to the police as missing. 
The flames spread with rapidity through 
the building and when fire burst through the 
roof the reflection of the blaze was visible 
throughout the city. The floors fell within 
a few minutes after the discovery of the 


fire. 

The fact that the burning building was 
surrounded on three sides by railway en- 
gine houses and small manufacturing estab- 
lishments caused the greatest apprehension 
tothe firefighters, and three special calls 
for reinforcements were made in quick suc- 
cession. The fifteen fire companies which 
fought the flames succeeded in preventing 
the threatened spread. 

The work of the fire was so thorough that 
within the four cracked and blackened. 
walls, after the flames had died down, there 
appeared to be nothing but a flat furnace 
of smoldering ashes. Pieces of machinery 
were visible protruding from the mass, but 
ail inflammable material was consumed.

$22,000.

* PEACE EXCEPT THE 
MILITARY MEN. 


Politicians in Spain Want a Cessa- 
tion of Hostilities, Believing the 

War Has No Foundation Beyond 
_ a Defense of Outraged Dignity. | 


Madrid, June 3—Except among jingo 
papers, like the Imparcial, a sentiment in 


favor of peace is growing. The corre-. 


spondert of tha Associated Press has sound- 
ed several politicians and financiers on the 
subject and finds unanimity as to the de- 
sirability of a prompt and honorable peace. 

The pluck of Admiral Cervera’s§ fleet 
against odds and the failure of the Amer- 
icans in their attempts to land in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico are regarded as balancing the 
Cavite disaster, while evidence of the lack 
of sympathy for America on the part of the 
natives of the Spanish colonies, as the Span- 
lards argue here, should convince the United 
States that the motives for going to war 
are completely changed. 


These are the arguments-heard tn Madrid’ 


and fostered by recent articles in the Temps 
of Paris, which the Epoca welcomes and in- 
dorses, believing them sincere. Similar 
sentiments have appeared in the Paris edi- 
tion of the New York Herald. 

The Epoca says: “A nation grand and 
powerful Hke the United States loses noth- 
ing by rectifying an error.

‘The Fahita, when it left here, instead of 
having on board only seventeen Dominicans, 
probably had 150.

He de- 
nounced the taking on board the steamer of 
the Dominicans, and the sudden sailing of 
the vessel Without the permission of the 
Dominican Consul. 

General Juan Ysidto Jiminez and General 
Pablo Villanueva are believed to have been 
on board, Thé preparations for the revolu- 
tion are said to have been elaborate. 

General Jiminez was regarded as the wheel 
horse of the revolution which put Hyppolite 
in powgt ‘in Hayti. When he was here last 
‘it was understood that President Heureaux 
had warned him to leave Dominica for his 
own safety. Last April his principal partner 
came here from Hamburg to replace him in 
the direction of the business.

PARIS BUYS SILVER FOR SPAIN. 


Report That French Houses Are Sup- 
plying the Madrid Government 
| Through London. 


New York, June 3.—The Evening Post

. “The cause of the advance in silver is 
known to be the purchases in London by 
Paris houses in behalf of the Spanish gov- 
ernment. This operation has been con- 
ducted secretly. It -was first detected in 
London during the itast week of April. 

“At the opening of May a London house 
wrote of the silver market that ‘a large 
coinage order from Paris caused) some spec- 
ulation, and the price rose sharply. t the 
advance America sold freely, and the mar- 
ket relapsed.’ There have not yet been 
heavy shipments of silver from London 
either to France or Spain, from which it is 
concluded that Paris is for the moment sup- 
plying Spanish demands from its own stock 
of bullion, calculating to draw on London 
and New York later. In April London ex- 
ported no gover to Spain, and only 60,964 
pounds to france. 

“One odd phase of the pending operation 
is that, through the medium ofEnglish and 
French brokers, the silver miners of the 
- United States are now supplying the metal

BY A SUGGESTION 


DOCTORS SHOW EFFECT OF MUSIC 
AND HYPNOTISM ON PATIENTS. 


T. B. Keyes and 0. Vermeren Give Dem- 
onstrations Before the American 
Association of Physicians and Sur- 
geons at the Auditorium Anpez— 
Sabjects Put to Sleep and Made to 

. Show Symptoms of Disease—Tune 

Alters the Pulse. 

Hypnotic suggestion as a curative agent 
and, in association with music, as an aid in 
the education of idiots was the subject of 
consideration by the Amefican Association 
of Physicians and Surgeons at its final 
sessiOn at the Auditorium Annex last night. 

Tests of the power of suggestion were 
madé on two subjects; Dr. Thomas Bassett 
Keyes of Chicago using one to demonstrate 
the éffect of music on the human organism, 
at the conclusion of a paper, ‘‘ The Feeble 
Minded and Idiotic—Suggestion and Music 
as an Aid in Their Education and Physiolog- 
ical Training "; and Dr. C. Vermeren of Chi- 
cago, but late of Brussels, employing the 
second to illustrate phenomena mentioned in 
his paper, ‘The Medical “Application of 
Hypnotic Suggestion.” 

Thg papers were of great interest to the 
delegates, though the climax centered in the 
tests; Dr. Keyes did not offer an idiot as his 
subjéct, stating that for purposes of showing 
the éffect of music on a person under hyp- 
notic influence an intelligent subject would 
answer. Morris Hochberg, a young man 
who in the hypnotic state had been operated 
on by Dr. Keyes, was his subject. 

Placing the subject in a chair Dr. Keyes. 
suggested to him that he was sinking into 
sleep. -The effect was not only on the pa- 
tient, but also on néarly every person in the 
room. Dr. Keyes kept repeating in a 
rhythmic voice the words, ‘‘ You are sleep- 
ing, deeper, deeper, and deeper. Rest and 
sleep, deeper and deeper.’’ As the monoton- 
ous cadences continued the dignified doctors 


| began to nod, and in two minutes few in the 


room were entirely free from the lethargic 
sensition. 

In the absence of a violin or piano, the two 
instruments which Dr. Keyes said were most 
effective in influencing the nerves and brain, 
he used a graphophone. “ Rocked in the 
Cradle of the Deep " was played first into the 
ears a the sleeper.

Madrid, June 8.~A Spaniard from Cuba,

along the coast, from which it was carted 
to the railway, thus feaching Havana.

PRISONERS ARE . PAROLED. 


Nearly 250 Captured Spaniards Are to 
Be Returned to Bpain on Re- 
leased Prize Ships. 


Key West, Fia., June 3.—On shipboard 
and ashore today interest has been entirely 
focused on the movements in south Cuban 
waters. The bulletins announcing the forc- 
ing of Santiago de Cuba harbor by the 
received with enthusi- 
asm, but were too meager to be satisfying. 
The squadron at Santiago, which may have 
been further reinforced, is felt to be power- 
ful enough to confront the whole Spanish 
navy if need be, so that the dispatches:from 
Kingston received here late today pointing 
to the approach of the second fleet from 
Cadiz caused no uneasiness.

There is an 
unusually large number of ships in the 
harbor, coaling and provisioning, in order to 
rejoin the squadron and participate in the 
work now understood to he the plan of future 
operations. e biggest vessel to arrive 
was the monitor from the Havana-Matanzas 
blockade. When it left last night all was

remains unsatisfied regarding 
the movement of the army of invasion and 
its destination, nothing definite on this sub- 
ject having lately reached here. 

One incident of the day was the formal 
paroling of 243 prisoners of war captured 
and since held on the prize ships. It was an- 
nounced some time ago that this would be 
done and the necessary decree was entered 
today. The prisoners Were the passengers 
and crews of the ships taken and will be 
sent back to Spain, probably next week, on 
the Cataline and Miguel Jover, two prize 
mteamers released by the United States 
court.: The parole, of course, does not apply 
to the military prisoners in Fort McPherson, 
Atlanta. 

After a thorough investigation, Judge 
Locke of the United States District Court 
has filed a decision in the matter of the 
charges made by Cadet Needham L. Jones 
of the flagship New York, through Ensign 
Christy, the prize commander of the Cata- 
line, accusing the Deputy Marshals and 
commissioners In charge of the Spanish ves- 
sels of brutality to prisoners and the theft 
of silverware and other articles of value 
from the prize ships. The charges when 
made were passed along from Rear Admiral 
Sampson to Secretary Long to Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs, and then back to United States 
District Attorney Stripling here. 

District Attorney Btripling’s reply to At- 
torney General Griggs gave offense to Sec- 
retary Long, who wrote a sharp letter to the 
Attorney General. Meantime, District At- 
torney Stripling brought the matter before 
Judge Locke, and the latter called the mas- 
ters and officers of the prize ships and took 
voluminous testimony. They swore that 
they had been treated with all respect and 
courtesy, and that nothing whatever had 
been improperly taken from the ships. Judge 
Locke thereupon dismissed the case, and 
now it is said that charges will be preferred 
against Cadet Jones, although it is consid- 
ered likely that the whole ugly affair wil) 
be dropped. |

DOES NOT FURNISH PROOF. 


Consul Dent Fails to Supply Evidence

that the Spanish steamer Purisima Con- 
cepcion, loading food here for the Spanish 
army, is violating the neutrality laws. Con- 
sul Dent, however, has not done so yet. 

Mr. A. C. Fowler, a brother of the British 
Consul at Clenfuegos, has made a written 
application to the Cofdnial Secretary that 
a warship be sent to Cienfuegos to quiet the 
apprehension of the British residents at the 
place, who fear an outbreak against them. 

The application has been referred to Com- 
modore Henderson at Port Royal.

* UWndoubtédly the most interesting part of

later expedition of 1805. In this trip he was 
a pioneer, notwithstanding Nansen’s jour- 
ey far to the south, and,his methods were 
eminently successful. He had but one man 
with him, Astrtip, a light equipment, all 
things considered, and..some twenty dogs, 
which dwindled to five by the time the try- 
ng journey was over, This is his descrip- 
tion of his last rush to gain, the goal he 
sought, and a description in Part, of the 
sight that met his eyes: | 
- Eagerly we climbed the ragged slope, over 
ragged rocks and through drifts of heavy, wet 
@now. The summit was reached. A few steps 
and the rocky plateau on which we stood 
@ropped in a giant iron wal! that would grace the 
inferno 3,800 feet to the level of the bay below 
us. We stood upon the northeast coast of Green- 
land, and, looking afar off over the surface of a 
mighty glacier on our right and through t 
broad mouth of the bay, we saw stretching away 
to the horizon the great ice-fields of the Arctic 
Ocean. We had traveled twenty-six miles in a 
mortheasterly direction from Moraine Camp, 


‘where we had left our sledge.

“we stood, and in ‘the clear iight of the brilliant 
summer day, the view that spread away before us 
Was magnificent beyond description.

It proves that if a new English 
wo wants to capture and to hold the 
affections of a new Turkish man she must 
remain new and not revert to the traditional 
witcheries of her sex. iss Islay (pro- 
nounced I-lay) Netherdale is practical, 
versed in affairs. Sherises triumphant over 
the accident that has made her a womdn 
and is. just as good as the next fellow. Her 
energies are expended in performing the 
duties of private secretary to her brother, 
a member of Parliament. Sometimes she 
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a string to it that reaches down to the earth 
occasionally ‘out of the impenetrable mists. 
The beings of which he writes have some 
indistinct traces of humanity, though they 
are still unreal. He is short on spells and 
enchantments, But if this book is a prom- 
ise of what he proposes to in the future 
when he has worked himself up to the 


proper pitch of fervor, he should be warned 


with firmness and in all charity to forbear. 
One generation could not receive two out- 
pourings of the William Morris romance 
and survive. We should be driven to the 
alternative of Hewlett or mankind.

He says: ‘I hope you will not 
ask me what it all means, or what the moral 
of it is." Evidently he does not know. He 
has abandoned himself helplessly and reck- 
lessly to the influence and prides himself on 
the fact.

The World Beautiful. Third series. By 
Lilian Whiting. Boston; Roberts 
Brothers. 

Miss Whiting is fully committed 
psychics by this time and her book is a 
‘mixture of Christianity and spiritualism.

The Red Lily. By Anatole France. 
Translated from the French. Brentano's. 

Anatole French has done some charming

It is the story of a married woman of high. 
position and apparently respectable, who be- 
comes mistress first of one man, then of an- 
other. The reader is edified with an analysis 
of her passion, and learns, if he will, how 
she suddenly tired of lover number one, as 
she might have tired of an old tune, and 
found a new joy in living in the love of num- 
ber two. He learns further that number one 
was frantic at his loss and insisted on a re- 
establishment of his relations with the wom- 
an, that she was too much engrossed with 
the novelty of her present passion to heed 
him, that number two saw them together 
and became insanely jealous, that he would 
not believe her protestations to him wher 
she had told her story in all sincerity, and 
that this leads up to a dénouement in which 
she departs from his presence “‘ dumb, in- 
dignant, desperate.’’ 

If there is any reason why such a novel 
should have been written unless it was as a 
speculation on the purses of the prurient- 
minded, it’ would be interesting to see it 
forthcoming. This is equally true whether 
the revelation of society is true or false. 
The condemnation of this kind of art does not 
imply an overweening confidence in society 
or in mankind, or a hypocritical pretense to 
superior virtue. One question is, What is the 
book good for? and the answer is, nothing 
under the sun. It gives no pleasure in the 
reatting,.it will not help to reform society. 
There are’ decent restraints which art im- 
posed upon literature from many directions 
and with regard to many subjects, but one 
of them these Frenchmen seem to be utterly 
incapable of understanding. ia

Racine, Wis., June 8.--[Special.j—When | / 


the Wallace circus arrived in this city today, 
and three large elephants were unloaded at 
Fourteenth street, big Prince,”’ a monster, 
became ugly, went on a rampage, and killed 
Joseph Anderson, the trainer. For some 
time Prince had been ugly, and,Anderson 
was warned to hobble him, but said there 
was no danger. 

As the animal was being led along the 
highway, a bieycle rider went by. This 
appeared to anger Prince, and he reached 
out his trunk and knocked the wheelman 
over, and proceeded to demolish the wheel. 
Anderson prodded the anima! and it turned 
on him, knocked him down, and before he 
céuld get up or his companions rescue him 
the big brute picked him up, rushed up 
— a fence and age 
dropped the body on the road, 
féw feet,.came back and stepped on the body 
and ran his tusks through the poor man, dis- 
emboweling him. 

Possibly 4,000 persons were in the vicinity 
at the time, and there was a regular panic. 
Many were knocked down in the mad rush 
to get out of the way, and in the meantime 
Prince was running up and down the high- 
way, trumpeting and wrecking bicycles, 
chasing horses and people in buggies, and 
two of the large circus wagons were cap- 
sized. A stone front house was damaged. 

Anderson’s body was finally secured and 
taken to a morgue. The circus men with 
Harry Reed at the head, after some of them 
had narrow escapes from death, got the ele- 
phants to a place near the circus grounds. 
It took fifty men to secure Prince, and Harry 
Reed, whom the elephant had seized, was 
nearly killed. Pitchforks, axes, and other 
weapons were used before the brute would 
let go of the man. 

In the panic only a few persone were slight- 
ly injured, none seriously. Anderson, the 
dead trainer, was about 50 years ofage. He 
was a showman of long standing, and had 
handled elephants twenty years. He was 
from New York, and joinedahe circus at 
Peru, Ind. His wife, to whom he was mar- 
ried.a year ago, was only a short distance 
away when he waskillied. Sheis prostrated. 
The body was buried this afternoon. A 
trainer came from Chicago to take charge of

CANADA’S GROWING FRIENDSHIP. 

Anglo-Saxon rapprochement is in the air, 
One of the sigr of the times comes from 
Canada in the shape of a new postal card 
design in which the American and British 
@ags are united, witha chart of the globe 
above them and clasped hands below them, 
and with Columbia and Britannia sitting 
amicably together, accompanied by their 
symbolic pets, the eagle and the lion, In- 
terwoven with the design are the words: 
*QOne Aim—One Goal: Anglo-Saxon—Glo- 
tia Mundi.” | 

The idea is one that will find a quick re- 
sponse on this side of the line. The people 
of the United States have long felt the ties 
of ‘kindred and of common sympathies so 
tactfully acknowledged by the Canadians 
on this friendly postal card. Such an unmis- 
takable sign of reciprocal feeling across the 
border will meet a hearty welcome, This 


growing friendship of Canada is in close 


sympathy with the better feeling between 
Great Britain and the United States so un- 
equivocally voiced by Joseph Chamberlain 
a few days ago. It is a part of the great 
movement looking toward a closer alliance 
of the two great branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon race—a movement which is not un- 
likely to prove in the end the most moment- 
ous result of our war with Spain. 

There is reason to hope and to believe that 
the present marked drawing together ‘of 
British and American sympathies may has- 
ten the day for the union of Canada with the 
United States. It is only a matter of time 
wlien such a.union jnust take 


our Scotland must join the England of th 


continent. Nothing but a relic of ancestral 
sentiment keeps them apart today. They 
are both of the same great race and, as the 
postal card designer has said, their aim and 
goal are one, As Kipling makes two lovers 
remark at the end of a long story, “ we be- 
long.” The mutual interests of the two 
countries urge them to unit@their national 
and commercial destinies. The people of 
the United States will welcome each new in- 
dication that their brethren on the north 
are getting ready to pull down the useless 
and archaic fence between the two coun- 
tries. 

Canada was developed and is ruled by the 
same kind of people as the United States. 
It chose to stand aloof when we were forced 
to throw off the British yoke because of 
what Mr. Chamberlain has just called “ the 
blunder of a British government.” In con- 
sequence it became the home of the most 
conservative and least progressive elements 
from the young republic,: which long re- 
tarded its advance. But the coming of 
steam and electricity and the ceaseless rein- 
forcements of sturdy British blood from 
across the sea have long ago wiped away 
most of the former differences between the 
two sections of the North American people. 


The common heritage of British literature 


and liberal ideas belonging to both has 
worked out kindred: results on both sides 
of the imaginary line that divides Canada 
and the United States. Our ideas of com- 
mercial honer and ambition, our ideas of 
government, ourenterprises and institutions, 
all are substantially the same. The Cana- 
dians have their local religious and racial 
problems, just as we have our knotty home 
questions, but the methods and ability to 
solve them are alike adequate in each case. 
Manifest desfiny points to a united North 
America, and the sooner the fact is recog- 
nized and acted upon by both countries the 
better it will be for all concerned. 
Similarity of ideas and institutions is the 
strongest tie between nations. When this 
is reinforced by identity of language and of 
interests it is a just and an inevitable cause 
of complete union. The same forces that 
joined Scotland to England, making both 
stronger and more. prosperous than befofe,. 
are toduy drawing Canada toward a union 
with the United States. Every influence 
of the age is for centralization. Railroads, 
telegraph lines, and all the kindred powers 
of modern science are at work leveling sec- 
tional barriers. When the barriers are 
made of nothing but traditional sentiment, 
as are those between us and Canada, they 
cannot long survive the attack. And the 
sooner they are forever swept away—the 
sooner Canada concludes frankly and final- 
ly to join bands with its larger brother—the 
better for both and for the world at large,

of existing contracts which were made on 
a basis of honest, gold value dollars. The 
Allen law cuts no figure outside of Illinois. 
There are large sections of the State where 
it is inoperative at this time.. Its mischief- 
making provisions apply chiefly to the cities 
and towns. Free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 would affect every State 
and Territory in the union, 

The Allen law is a spoliation of munici- 
palities and their people for the benefit of 
traction companies. It was enacted in or- 
der to enable the Chicago companies to re- 
tnin for themselves three millions and more 
of annual revenue which should go into the 
city treasury. It is a thoroughly bad law. 
But free coinage would destroy values, 
which the Allen law does nog It would 
wipe out of existence credits to the amount 
of 8,000 millions at the least. It would re- 
duce by three-fifths the value of the cur- 
rency of the country and of all obligations 
which could be paid in that currency, which 
would be thé case with nearly all of them. 

The Allen law may not have harmed as 


yet a single member of the convention 


which condemned it. A slump in the cur- 
rency would injure every one of those mem- 


bers unless he has large quantities of land | 


and other property which he has not paid 
for yet and wants to retain without paying 
for. Even he in the long run would be 
likely to find that he had not been benefited. 
And yet the Democrats of the Forty-fifth 
District clamor for “ 16 to1 ” and a further 
issue of legal tender notes, with no provis- 
jon for their redemption in gold.

Washington, D. C., June 3.—An order of 
Major General Miles, commanding the army, | 
urging upon officers and privates that the 
faithful observance of the laws and regula- 
tions of the military branch is essential to the 
honor and efficiency of the army was made 
public today. It bore date of Memorial 
day, May 80. The order 1s as follows: 

‘After a prolonged period of peace our 
army is once more called upon to engage in 
war in the cause of justice and humanity. 
To bring the military forces to the highest 
state of efficiency and most speedily accom- 
plish what is expected should be the earnest 
effort and call forth the best energies of all 
its members, of whatsoever station. The 
laws and regulations which govern military 
bodies in civilized countries have been de- 
veloped to their present perfection through 
the experience of hundreds of years, and the 
faithful observance of those laws and regu- 
lations is essential to the honor and efficiency 
of the army. 

‘All authority should be exercised with 
firmness, equity, and decorum on the part 
of superiors, and should be respected by 
implicit obedience and loyal support from 
subordinates. 

‘Every officer of whatever grade will, so 
far as may be in his power, guard and pre- 
serve the health and welfare of those under 
his charge. 
zealously to perfect himself and his subvur- 
dinates in military drill, instruction, ard 
discipline, and above all, he must constant- 
ly endeavor, by precept and example, to 
maintain the highest character, to foster and 
stimulate that true soldierly§ spirit, and 
patriotic devotion to duty -which must 
characterize an effective army. 

“The Major General commanding con- 
fidently trusts that every officer and soldier 
in the service of the republic, each in his 
proper sphere, will contribute his most zeal- 
ous efforts to the end that the honor and 
character of the army may be preserved un- 
tarnished, and its best efforts crowned with 
success. 

* This order is given upon a day sacred to 
the memory of thé heroic dead, whose serv- 
ices and sacrifices afford us example and 
inspiration, and it is expected that all will be 
fully impressed with the sacred duty im- 
posed upon the army by the government of 
our beloved country.”’

menaced by one power, through which she 
had suffered in the past, and a possible com- 
bination with another power which she 
is bound to respect. 

Austria, as we know, is at the dictation of 
the eminent gentleman, controlling the des- 
tinies of Germany, who has recently de- 
clared that Dewey’s action at Manila was

Is it necessary to say in view of these plain 
facts, then, that this country stands and 
should stand alone in this matter? It is our

DIVERSION OF THE SEWAGE. 


“As soon as the new pumps are in and 
the larger water mains laid Chicago will 
have all the water it needs for twenty 
years,"’ said Commissioner of Public Works 
McGann yesterday. “ And as soon as the 
intercepting sewers are completed, so as 
to turn the sewage from the lake into the 
river, it will be the purest water furnished 
any city in the world. 

“The existing troubles with Chicago's 
water supply,’ he continued, “ are but lit- 
tle understood. It is taken for granted, in 
localities which suffer at times from a 
Scarcity of water, that the trouble is a lack 
of pumping capacity, when, as a matter of 
fact, it often happens these localities are 
better supplied with pumps than others 
which have plenty of water, but the mains 
are not large enough to carry and distribute 
the water the pumps are ready to pour into 
them. This is especially true in Hyde Park. 
Through large sections of that territory the 
mains are only four inches in diameter. 
They were laid when Hyde Park was a 
village and houses were a block apart. 
Since then the territory has been as com- 
pactly built up as any in the city; residence 
districts have been turned into business 
ones, and rows of flats have taken the place 
of isolated private houses. The mains which 
sufficed in the older days are inadequate 
now to carry the water needed to supply the 
community. | 

‘‘ A similar state of affairs exists In Lake 
View, where the mains were laid before an-, 
nexation. That locality has a!so grown be- 
yond the limitations of its original water 
service, although the pumping capacity Is 
ample. | 


In the South Side Districts. 


“In the Town of Lake the original water 


servicé was put in with the sole idea of pro- 
viding for the needs of the packing-houses 
in the Stock-Yards district and the limited 
residence and business territory immediate- 
ly contiguous. Since then Englewood has 


_grown to be a big city by itself, and although 


there are pumps enough the mains are not 
large enough to distribute the water through 
the territory. 

‘When all this territory came into the 
city all the intercepting gates were taken 
out, and all the mains in the vast territory 


from Evanston to the Indiana Stateline were [ 


joined into one big system of connecting 
mains, and all the pumps were set going, re- 
gardless of where the water was going or 
how far it had to go. The loss by friction 
and other causes was something tremendous, 
and localities were crying out for water 
when enough was being wasted to give them 
more than they could possibly use.”’ 
Commissioner McGann’s plans, which he 
is now carrying out, provide in the first 
place forlaying larger mains and systematiz- 


‘ing the distribution of the water, so that the 


different localities will be supplied by the 
pumping stations nearest them. New 
pumps are being put in at the Fourteenth 
street, Harrison street, and Chicago avenue 
stations, and a new one at Hyde Park in 
connection with the new two-mile tunnel re- 
cently completed at Sixty-eighth street. 

“As soon as we get straightened out,” 
gaid the commissioner, ‘‘ you will hear no 
more about the scarcity of water. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, there is none now worth speak- 
ing of, but soon there will be no excuse for 
complaint of any kind.”’ 


Deaths Caused by Impure Water. 

For the first time since the grip epidemic 
struck the city in the latter part of January 
the death rate approached the norma! last 
week. The average‘annual death rate for 
the early part of January was 13.61 per 1,000 
of population. This was swollen by the epi- 
demic during the following eighteen weeks 
to 15.78 per 1,000. Only 408 deaths were re- 
ported last week, which is a rate of 13.148 per 
1,000, or a little less than the average for 
1897, which was 13.5. 

The mortality from impure water @iseases 
continues to increase, forty-one deaths from 
such diseases having been reported last 
week, as against thirty-four the previous 
week and twenty-five in the corresponding 
week of 1897. Health Commissioner Reynolds 
says this excess is likely to be maintained 
until the sanitary quality of the water supply 
is materially improved. The recent comple- 
tion of the diversion of the Twelfth street 
sewer from the lake into the South Branch, 
by which a daily flow of some 15,000,000 gal- 
lons of sewage is kept from polluting the 
four mile tunnel supply, will undoubtedly 
aid in this improvement, he thinks; but still 
more benefit will accrue from the diversion 
of the Twenty-second street sewer, now rap- 
idly approaching completion. Meanwhile the 
commissioner again urges the bolling of 
water used for drinking purposes. .

Galesburg, Ill., June 8.—[{Special.]—To- 
day's session of the Augustana Swedish 
Lutheran Synod was consumed in the hear- 
ing of reports. In the synod are now 8417 
churches with a membership of 187,314. Dur- 
ing the year 82 new churches have been 
dedicated, 20,000 children baptized, and 5,000 
confirmed. The enrollment in the colleges 
and academies of the synod is over 11,000.

Among the unique features of the Trans- 
mississippi Exposition is the souvenir medal, 
just issued, which, aside from being a 
memento of unusual beauty, has also value 
as a result of scientific photography.

MARQUISE DE. FONTENOY’S LETTER.

The new Lord Playfair is a well-set-up 
and good looking Colone! of the Royal Horse 
Artillery, and presents physically as well as 
morally a striking contrast to his father, 
with whom he was not on the best of terms. 
Lord Playfair, whose funeral takes place to- 
day, was one of the oddest looking creatures 
imaginable. He was exceedingly short, 
standing something under five feet ir his 
boots, and with his inquisitive eyes and spec- 
tacles, his chubby cheeks and his abbre- 
viated and deflected legs, was not what one 
would call impressive looking. 

The late Prince Consort, who had a high 
opinion of his learning and erudition, ap- 
pointed him to the post of a Gentleman’ 
Usher in the royal household. But the 
period of his active service in this capacity 
was limited to one day’s duration. Quéen 
Victoria in those days possessed a keen rense 
of the ridiculous, and even to this day, not- 
withstanding her austere and grave ap- 
pearance, is apt to go off. into shrieks of 
laughter on slight provocation. 

The sight of Lyon Playfair, with his de- 
flected and extremely abbreviated extremi- 
ties decked out in white knee breeches and 
white silk stockings, and his inquisitive 


large spectacles, proved too much for her 
Majesty, and she distinctly informed her 
husband that it would be impossible for her 
to maintain befitting gravity if so funny a 


state ceremonies. 

An excuse was therefore found for shunt- 
ing the learned professor, who was appointed 
one of the instructors of the Prince of Wales, 
a post in which the display of legs and the 
elegance of figure were not a matter of such 
vital importance. 

Later on in life, and after he had been 
created a Peer by his intimate friend, Mr. 
Gladstone, as a kind of compensation for 
being’ left out of the Cabinet, the Queen 
consented to his being appointed a Lord in 
Waiting, her tendency to laugh at his ap- 
pearance being staid by the remembrance 
of the favor with which he was regarded 
by her lamented husband. : 

Lord Playfair, I may add, was a great 
ladies’ man, and so devoted to our sex that 
he married no less than three times, erch of 
his three wives being a woman remarkable 
not only for good looks but also for brillian- 
cy and fortune. This is especially the case 
with his third wife, a Boston girl, daughter 
of S. H. Russell. Eath of these women, it 
may be stated, he married within a year of 
the death of her predecessor. Curisusly 
enough his son has been twice married, and 
s0, toa, has his eldest daughter.

Empress Eugénie has sustained a well- 
nigh irreparable loss by the death at the 
age of 95 of that grand old fellow, the Duke 
of Bassano, who, after serving Napoleon III. 
throughout his reign as Grand Chamberlain 
of the court of the Tulleries, followed the 
imperial family into exile and remained ever 
since with the Empress Eugénie as the prin- 
cipal officer of her household. 

In this way he may be said to have atoned 
for the disgraceful treachery of his father, 
Hugo Maret, first Duke of Bassano, who 
availed himself of the trust reposed in him 
by Napoleon I. to sell all the private papers 
of his master, which had been intrusted to 
his care, to Czar Alexander I. of Russia. 
They are at the present moment stored away 
in some twenty-two huge cases among the 
archives of the Russian imperial fami'y at 
St. Petersburg. 

The Duke of Bassano—that is to say, his 
son—was already French Ambassador at 
Brussels during the reign of King Louis 
Philippe, and was continued tn this position | 
by Prince Louis Napoleon when President 
of the French republic, until when, on the 
proclamation of the empire, he was ap- 
pointed Grand Chamberlain. He married 
in 1843 a Belgian noblewoman of great beau- 
ty, whose face is among the most attractive 
of those portrayed on Winterhalter’s fa-' 
mous picture of Empress Eugénie and her 
ladies. 

His son, who now becomes third Duke of 
Bassano, has been married since 1872. to a 
beautiful Canadian woman, a Miss Symes, 
and this has brought him frequently across 
the Atlantic, so that he is almost as well | 
known in this country and in Canada asin 
Europe. Ore of his daughters Is married to 
young Edward Blount of the English ciplo- 
matic service, and grandson of Sir Edward 
Blount, the grand old man of the foreign 
colony at Paris.

calling plaintively for his mother and ex- 
claiming that he was dying. 

It was not until then that Prince Achmet 
fired another shot at him as he lay on the 
floor, the second bullet finding a billet in 
Prince Fuad’s voluminous stomach. 

Prince Achmet was arrested, and has been 
kept a close prisoner ever since, and is now 
about to be tried by the Supreme Court of 
Appeal. 

It will be interesting to see what punish- 
ment will be meted out.to him. True, the 
young Khedive in his grandiloquent way de- 
clares that Achmet shall be subjected to the 
same penalties as-If he had been an ordinary 
criminal on the ground that all Egypilans 
are equal in the eyes of the law. 

- On the other hand, no one dreams for one 
moment that Prince Achmet Will ever be 
condemned to penal servitude and assigned 
to duty with that grim-looking chain gang 
of would-be murderers who do most of the 
loading and unloading of ships for the gov- 
ernment on the banks of the Nile. 

Prince Fuad was.a boy of but 12 years at 
the time of the deposition of his father, 
Khedive Ismail. He accompanied the Jatter 
to Europe, was educated in Italy, and re- 
celved a commission in the Italian cavalry. 
When his father took up his residence at 
Constantinople he was appointed A. LD. C. 
to the Sultan, a Turkish General, and mili- 
tary attaché of the Turkish Embassy at 
Vienna, where he became intimate with his 
nephew, the present Khedive, who was then 
at school there at the Theresanium. 


DUKE OF YORK WILL VISIT US. 


He Is Appointed Captain of the Cres- 
cent, Which Will Cruise Nearly — 
Around the World. : 


{SPBCIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


London, June 3.—The Duke of York, who 
has just been appointed Captain of the 
euriser Crescent, will probably visit the 
United States this year. The Crescent will 
first take part in the July fleet maneuvers 


off the south coast of England, and then 


start on a long cruise nearly round the 
world, touching the English colonies. The 
exact route is not yet laid out, but the 
Crescent will probably sail westward first 
to the, West Indies or Canada. It is consid- 
ered Fikely that the Duke will take ad- 
vantage while along the American coast to 
visit New York and perhaps other ports. 


The Duke, who now gets £220 a year, half | 


pay, will get £830 while commanding the 
Crescent. Sir Charles Cust, one of the 
Duke's equerries, will be First Lieutenant. 
Other officers of the Crescent will be Com- 
mander Campbell, Lieutenants Greatorei, 
Phillpots, Rucke, Keene, and Cecil Raikes, 
all picked for ability social position, 
most of them from the royal yacht Os- 
borne.

GIVEN TO GAME WARDEN,’ 


Justice Underwood Decides Thejr 
Capture Is Illegal. 


WORK OF AUDUBON SoctEry, 


Other Dealers Interested in the Case 
Which Is Appealed. 


‘MERRITT’S CLAIM THROWN ovr, ~ 


Justice Underwood's court was turned into 
an aviary yesterday and the songs of a! 
flock of native Illinois birds drowned at 
times the voices of the opposing attorneys. 
There were the carol of the robin, the 
whistle of the cardinal grosbeak, the call 
of the lark, the note of the bobolink, and 
the Hsp of the goldfinch. The musicewas 
not at all cheerful, though the bobolink 
would probably have bubbled over as he 
does in the fields if he had known that Jus- 
tice Underwood’s decision would probably 
result in the liberation of the thousands of 
his kind and of other songbirds now of- 
fered for sale illegally in Chicago and 
throughout the State. 

The attention of the Audubon society 
members has been directed for weeks‘ to 
the wholesale trapping of native song birds 
in Chicago suburbs and throughout the 
State for the purposes of sale to the big 
bird stores in Chicago. Game Warden Love- 
day determined to seize all the native birds 
in one of the stores and make a1 test 
case,.to see if conviction could not be se- 
cured, even though the person having the 
a was not coun in the act of capturing 

em. | 

Warden Loveday went to the bird store of 
Louis Grebasch, 123 Dearborn avenue, where 
Edward B. Clark, one of the Audubon society 
directors, pointed out the birds which came 
under the trapping law. The Warden seized 
all the Illinois birds in the collection and 
took them before Justice Prindiville, but 
the defendant's attorney took a change of 
venue to Justice Underwood. 


Bird Dealers Interested. 


Nearly every live bird dealer in Chicago 
was represented in court, for it was under- 
stood by them that if the people won the 
case the thousands of native Illinois birds 
now kept by them in stock would be liable 
to seizure by the Game Warden and set at 
liberty. The National Game and Bird Pro- 
tective association was represented by its 
President, M. R. Bortree, who did what he 
could for the birds. The cause of the 
songsters was helped materially by the in-. ~ 
advertent admission of N. Slotkin, President 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Bird company, 
that none of the kinds of birds seized ever : 
bred in captivity. This seemed to make it © 
apparent that the birds had been trapped. 


| The defense claimed that the birds were 


captured in other States and brought here, 
but Attorney Baird cited two Supreme Court ~~ 
decisions which disposed of this point. Then 
the claim was made that some of the birds 
were not indigenous to Illinois. An Audubon 
society member testified that the contrary 
was true. Justice Underwood decided in 
favor of the caged songsters, which were 
turned over to Game Warden Loveday, to be 


disposed of according to law. The bird 
dealer took an appeal. 
One Chicago dealer declared that he 


handled each year $10,000 worth of one 
single species of native Illinois birds.’ He — 
also said he could buy at the rate of $10 
hundred al] the indfgo birds he wanted. 
These birds are among the most Ddeautiful 
and the most useful of Illinois’ songsters. 
They are sold at retail for 75 cents each. 

The Illinois game law provides no penalty 
for the trappers save the forfeiture of the 
birds. As the Game Warden receives his 
remuneration from the fines collected for 
law violations all the work done in this 
case amd all the work to be done in subse- 
quent cases is the voluntary and gratuitous 
act of Warden Loveday. The services of 
Attorney Baird and Mr. Bortree were given 
from sheer love of the cause of bird protec- 


tion.

Game Warden Is Sustained.
